several proposed amendments to the 
constitution which has been incor­ 
porated 
in resolutions adopted by 
the General Assembly. 
This is *he date originally lixed in 
Senate B ill 312, but a House com­ 
mittee amended it to provide for th e 
special election on June 7, next. This 
early date was so objectionable 
to 
many members of the House, when 
the bill came up for third reading, 
that 
Representative 
Miltenberger 
proposed a motion indefinitely 
to 
postpone the whole bill. The M ilten­ 
berger motion 
was tabled, but th e 
fight he started resulted in a Re­ 
publican conference being called for 
noon and a decision to amend the 
bill to postpone the election until 
September. 
Representative Phillips, while de­ 
siring the amendments to be submit­ 
ted at a special election, urged that 
June was too early for proper con­ 
sideration of the proposed constitu­ 
tional amendments. 
He argued also 
that this was a inonth wlieh farmers 
would be too 
busy 
to go to the 
polls. 
Several members urged that 
the amendments should be passed at 
an expensive special 
election, 
but 
friends of the proposed amendments 
fought fo r the special election with 
a fear that 
all of the amendments 
would fail if submitted at the gen­ 
eral election. 
Seventy-two members v o ted for 
the passage of the bill while twen ty -] 
three opposition 
votes 
were cast. 
Those voting against the proposal 
for the special election were Repre­ 
sentatives 
Clapp, Coapstick, Cop- 
pock, Bedgood, Cronin^ Cooper, Fil-j 
bert, Curry. Gill. Gottschalk, G ray­ 
son, H all, Hansel!, Humphries, Benz, 
Jameson, ^owe, Schultz, Winesburg, 
Barker of Posev, Johnson of Mon- 
JL 
roe and Davis of Hendricks. 
An amendment, offered by Repre­ 
sentative Barker 
of 
Boone, 
was 
adopted that reduced the number of 
election officers from five to three. 
This w ill 
reduce ^he election ex­ 
pense by $100,000. Under the B a r­ 
ker amendment, the election olficial^ 
will be one judge, one inspector and 
one clerk. 
The m ajority party in 
each county will be represented by 
an inspector and clerk, while 
the 
m inority party w ill have the clerk. 
The House late hist night passed 
Senate Joint Resolution 15, with a 
vote of 60 to 11. 
The 
resolution 
provides for a constitutional amend­ 
ment to make the office of the state 
superintendent of public instruct ion 
appointive rather than elective. ^It 
will be among tbe amendments voted 
upon by the people at the special 
election provided for in a bill pass­ 
ed by the House this afternoon. The 
resolutiou had been rush?d through 
the Senate earlier 
in the day. 
An 
attempt to suspend the rules in the 
House 
and pass it late this after­ 
noon failed for the lack of a con­ 
stitutional m ajority.
